ASHINGTON, April 4—Re- 

cent reports from represent- 
atives abroad indicate a growing 
opposition in Norway and Sweden 
te the common practice of treat- 
ing the Scandinavian countries as 
one unit, which practice is being 
widely criticized, according to the 
automotive division of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce of the Department of 
Commerce. 

There is no evidence of opposition 
to American representatives for the 
entire territory, but there is a de- 
cided feeling of ill-will toward a 
Scandinavian representing all three 
countries. Thus the Swedes oppose 
the appointment of a Danish repre- 
sentative for Sweden and the Nor- 
wegians likewise resent a Swedish 
representative for Norway or vice 
versa. The desire of the individual 
countries to become independent in 
commercial transactions has been 
evident by the establishment during 
recent years of free ports in 
Sweden. 

There is a strong desire to avoid 
trans-shipment via Copenhagen. 
The recognition of this tendency 
has led to the establishment of a 
branch factory in Stockholm by one 
of the leading automobile industries 
which heretofore maintained a 
branch factory in Copenhagen only 
for distribution in the Scandinavia 
countries. With the industrializa- 
tion of Sweden there has arisen a 
tendency to establish a distribution 
center in Stockholm, not only for 
central and northern Sweden but 
for the nearby Baltic states as well.

This is the 
practical application of the long desired complete separation 
of traffic. Pedestrians will not even see the motor traffic 
of the future, much less come in contact with it. 

Another development that Capt. Rickenbacker sees for 
the future is a system of great super-highways, 150 to 200| 
feet wide, gridironing the country from North to South | 
and from East to West. He sees these mammoth highway 
arteries stretching southward ‘to link the cities of North, 
Central and South America in traffic bonds over which 
speeds of 125 miles per hour may be made with perfect’ 
safety. 

A dream, a vision, yes, but a practical possibility, the | 
only obstacle to which is the cost of construction. And 
yet the tremendous commercial contribution of such a 
highway system would return its cost times over before 
the roads had been in use five years. All we lack today to 
make this vision actuality is faith in an ideal, and we have 
had enough experience in this country in the economic value 
of roads to give us faith in almost anything. Just the other 
day The Automotive Daily News printed a statement from 
the American Road Builders’ Association which placed the 
total economic loss to the country through traffic accidents 
at nearly $700,000,000 per annum.

One hundred years ago the American flag was found | 
in every harbor in the world. Our own ships carried 90 per | 
cent. of our foreign commerce. Gradually this ratio sank | 
until in 1910 American bottoms carried but 8.7 per cent. of | 
American exports. The World War brought a temporary | 
spurt in ship building, and in 1920 42.7 per cent. of our 
foreign commerce was carried in American ships. But then 
the sinking process began again and today the figure has 
Gropped to 32.2 per cent. Soon it will be back at the 1910) 
level, unless we take serious steps to remedy the situation. 

Lack of governmental encouragement to ship building | 
and operating is one cause behind the decline. Laws that | 
place American ship owners under a handicap, as compared 
with foreigners, are another. We have just about legislated 
our merchant marine off the high seas. What are we going 
to do «bout it?

Early Returns Show, 
General Standing 
Of Companies 


New York, April 4.—New pas- 
senger car registrations during the 
month of January, 1928, are fol- - 


lowing closely the figures for the 
same month last year. While fig- 
ures for the entire United States 
are not yet available, a compila- 
tion of the totals for forty-six 
states and District of Columbia, 


|. with the states of Mississippi and 


Louisiana still missing, as shewn 
in the table on pages 6 and 7 of 
this issue, gives a fairly complete 
picture of the standing on the 
varieus companies. 

The. stight declines shown by the 
manufacturers of sixteen makes of 
cars have been offset to’ & good ex- 
tent by the gains registaed by the 
other makers in the field, and with 
the totals of two states still out- 


, Standing it is highly probable that 


many of those now shown as below 
their last year's: registrations wiil 
be shown on the upper side of the 
ledger when the returns -for the 
entire month are available. 

Gains were registered by Au- 
burn, Chevrolet, Essex, Graham- 
Paige, Gardner, Hupmobile, Jor- 
dan, Lincoln, Marmon, Oakland, 
Packard, Pierce-Arrow, Pontiac, 
Reo, Studebaker and Whippet, and . 
the gains already registered are 
likely to be greatly augmented by 
the complete returns. 

Chevrolet made marked advances, 
with incomplete registration for 
January totaling 38,710 cars, as 
against 36,975 in the complete re- 
turns last year. Even greater per- 
| centage gains were shown by Hup- 

mobile, with figures so far totaling 
| 2,623, as against 1,860 in the last 
| year’s __ totals. Marmon showed 
gains from 262 last year to 595 in 
| the registrations so far this year. 

Pontiac, ne doubt, led the field 
in gains for the month of Jan- 
uary. During the entire month 
last year Pontiac registered only 
3,978 cars, as against 9,014 in the 
incomplete compilation this year. 
Pontiac’s stablemate, Oakland, alse 
shows gains of 775 cars, with two 
states still to come, the total for 
this make being 2,057 last year, as 
against incomplete figures of 2,- 
832 this year. 

Distribution along all lines seems 
to be spread with about the same 
balance that featured the registra- 
tions last year. While the gains 
by Studebaker, Auburn, Packard, 
| Pierce-Arrow, Hupmobile, Jordan, 
| Lincoln and Marmon may indicate 
|}a trend into higher price ranges 
| and toward heavier cars, the lighter 
| models have also shown an increase 
|in strength. ‘But there seems to 
have been no abrupt change where 
one model or make has definitely 
Superseded another in a_ given 
locality. 

Ford registrations for this period 
| are, of necessity, decidedly off. Reg- 
istrations of this line for January 
this year total only 2,386 with two 
states missing as against a total of 
53,946 for January last year. 

February figures for this year 
have not yet reached a point where 
it is possible te make any definite 
predictions as te the standing this 
year as compared with the same 
month in 1927. At the present 
time only 33 of the 48 states and 
the District of Columbia are avail- 
able. Many key states such as 
New York and Texas are still miss- 
ing. A general study of the fig- 
ures that are available at this 
time would indicate a possible de- 
cline from last year’s in certain 
makes and continued gains en the 
part of others. 

Ford seems to be coming up strong 
in the early returns, and with 16 
| states still to be reported he has 
shown considerable gain in “Feb- 
baw over the more nearly com- 
plete returns for January, his gain 
| during the month being 1,066. But 
;even .with these gains the Ford 
registrations will fall considerably 
short of last year’s totals and this 
will affect the totais for the industry 
| correspondingly.

Shipping Policy 
Of R. R. Defended 
By N.A.C.C. Group 


New York, April 4—The prac- 
tice of Western railroads in as-

trunk line railroads and also be- 
tween trunk lines and short lines, 
under which a road pays $1 per car 
per day while using freight cars 
owned by other lines.
